The State vs. the Anti-Racist Movement 

On October 22, 1993, the Progressive Student Organization 
held an anti-racist rally to counter an announced demonstration by 
neo-nazis at the University of Minnesota. Over 100 anti-racists 
rallied for nearly an hour when two neo-nazi skinheads decked out 
in white power gear (patches, etc.) showed up, looking fortheirnazi 
pals. 

Several anti-racists approached the nazis. Suddenly one nazi, 
Daniel Simmer, lunged into the crowd with brass knuckles. A scuffle 
broke out between the demo’s security team and the nazis. Several 
people were hurt. The cops brought Simmer down with a flying 
tackle and arrested him for disorderly conduct & possession of an 
illegal weapon (the brass knuckles). 

Strangely, six weeks later the state decided to bring felony 
charges against Kieran. He faces two counts of felony assault, 
based almost entirely on statements from Simmer and his fiance 
Amy Foreman (the other bonehead at the demo). The charge 
carries a minimum sentence of 36 months and could land Kieran in 
prison for much longer. Ten years and $20,000 in fines is the 
maximum sentence. 

But this is not just an attack on Kieran’s right to defend himself. 
The state uses opportunities like this to attack radical movements, 
forcing activists to spend all of their energy and finances fighting 
bogus charges against innocent people like Kieran when there is so 
much other work to be done. What it also means is that the state 
is making African-Americans, Jews, American Indians, Chicanos,

We now have 
until June 20 to increase the heat on Mike 
Freeman’s office and to get the word out 
to the larger public on the injustice of this 
case. That’s why we are urging all con¬ 
cerned organizations and individuals to 
keep on sending letters of protest and 
petitions to the D.A.’s office, calling up 
their office demanding charges be 
dropped, organizing locally around the 
case, and sending financial support, if 
possible.

As the last of the New Year's fireworks faded 
in the night sky, tourists in the tranquil colonial city 
of San Cristobel de las Casas were in for a shock; 
columns of uniformed young men and women, 
armed with rifles had begun to march into the 
central plaza. More than just the tourists were 
shocked as militants of the EZLN (Ejercito Zapatista 
de Liberation Nacional or Zapatista National Lib¬ 
eration Army) seized this small city and five other 
large towns in the southern-most Mexican state of 
Chiapas; thus shattering the ruling classes’ hopes 
for a quiet implementation of their self-serving 
NAFTA accord. 

Within a few short days, the well-organized 
militants of the EZLN, or Zapatistas as they are 
called, seized or destroyed municipal buildings, 
burned official documents, freed over 230 prison¬ 
ers from four jails, took over a radio station and 
opened food warehouses to the public. But on a 
much larger scale, the confronted the world with 
the idea that maybe all was not so quiet and 
peaceful in North America with a declaration of 
war against the government of Mexico. The EZLN 
is predominantly made up of Tzotzil and Tzeltal 
peoples—peasant subsistent farmers living on 
the fringes of poverty. The Zapatista combatants 
who took part in the January 1st offensive are 
believed to number 2000 strong, many of whom 
were armed with WW 2 vintage rifles and car¬ 
bines. 




GOVERNMENT CRACKDOWN 

The government response was swift and 
sharp as more than 14,000 troops, or more than 
one fifth of the federal army, was poured into the 
Chiapas state to crush the rebellion. President 
Carlos Salinas de Gortari quickly tried to discredit 
the Zapatista rebellion as being led by “profes¬ 
sionals of violence” who have different interests 
from the rank and file insurgents. Some govern¬ 
ment officials claimed the rebellion was led by 
radical Catholics, or by people involved with ear¬ 
lier Mexican and Central American guerilla groups, 
but were not genuinely fighting for the same rea¬ 
sons as the peasants they led. ‘This is not an 
Indian uprising,” Salinas claimed, “but the deliber¬ 
ate work of this violent group that leads it.” 

As the troops poured into the area, Zapatistas 
melted awav from most of the towns they had 


NAFTA KILLS 

The signing of the NAFTA (North American 
Free Trade Agreement) was heralded as the key 
to solving Mexico’s backwards and quagmired 
economy by President Salinas and the PRI 
(Instutional Revolutionary Party). The PRI has 
enjoyed a political monopoly in Mexico for the last 
65 years through blatantly rigged elections and is 
widely viewed as an entrenched bastion of Mexico’s 
wealthy elite.

Within a few short days, the well-organized 
militants of the EZLN, or Zapatistas as they are 
called, seized or destroyed municipal buildings, 
burned official documents, freed over 230 prison¬ 
ers from four jails, took over a radio station and 
opened food warehouses to the public. But on a 
much larger scale, the confronted the world with 
the idea that maybe all was not so quiet and 
peaceful in North America with a declaration of 
war against the government of Mexico. The EZLN 
is predominantly made up of Tzotzil and Tzeltal 
peoples—peasant subsistent farmers living on 
the fringes of poverty. The Zapatista combatants 
who took part in the January 1st offensive are 
believed to number 2000 strong, many of whom 
were armed with WW 2 vintage rifles and car¬ 
bines. 

GOVERNMENT CRACKDOWN 

The government response was swift and 
sharp as more than 14,000 troops, or more than 
one fifth of the federal army, was poured into the 
Chiapas state to crush the rebellion. President 
Carlos Salinas de Gortari quickly tried to discredit 
the Zapatista rebellion as being led by “profes¬ 
sionals of violence” who have different interests 
from the rank and file insurgents. Some govern¬ 
ment officials claimed the rebellion was led by 
radical Catholics, or by people involved with ear¬ 
lier Mexican and Central American guerilla groups, 
but were not genuinely fighting for the same rea¬ 
sons as the peasants they led. ‘This is not an 
Indian uprising,” Salinas claimed, “but the deliber¬ 
ate work of this violent group that leads it.” 

As the troops poured into the area, Zapatistas 
melted away from most of the towns they had 
taken, but fighting continued on for days in 
Ocosingo and on January 4, the army dropped 
bombs on a poor neighborhood in San Cristobal 
near a military base. Reporters were not allowed 
into combat zones by the military, but smuggled 
photos show scenes of Zapatista militants lying 
dead or dying in pools of blood in the streets of the 
towns they had occupied. Official reports of the 
number of people killed in the first ten days of 
fighting were reported to be 107, but many believe 
that number to be much higher. 

Hundreds of human rights groups have con¬ 
demned the clampdown on the EZLN as a racist 
offence against Indigenous peoples (70% of the 
population of Chiapas is Native, and any attack

DECLARATION OF WAR 

When the Zapatistas marched their way out 
of obscurity, they brought with them a declaration 
of war against the government of Mexico and a list 
of demands; their most basic fundamental de¬ 
mand being freedom and justice. They declared 
war because all non-violent means of bringing 
about better economic conditions and less repres¬ 
sion had been ineffective and only armed resis¬ 
tance would bring about this change. As one 
EZLN fighter said ‘There is no longer any way to 
survive this situation.” In their declaration of war 
against the government of Mexico, they outline 
their struggle as one “for work, land, housing, 
food, health care education, independence, free¬ 
dom, democracy, justice and peace.” 

SALINAS BACKS DOWN 

However, bowing to domestic and interna¬ 
tional pressure and cowed by the prospect of 
fighting a protracted war in the mountainous, 
jungle-covered region and with conflict threaten¬ 
ing to boil over into the rest of Mexico, the govern¬ 
ment declared a unilateral cease-fire on January 
12. As well, an offerof Amnesty was made and the 
government called for negotiations with the 
Zapatistas. On the day of the cease-fire declara¬ 
tion, 100,000 demonstrators marched to the Na¬ 
tional Palace in Mexico City shouting Salinas is a 
murderer” and “Death to the PRI.” Protestors 
demanded an end to the army suppression to the 
indigenous uprising and waived signs critical of 
the army and Salinas, including “Stop the Massa¬ 
cre in Chienas” and ‘The Finht nnntinues” 


ecutions by the federal army. In Morelia, the army 
rounded up the men and forced them to lie face 
down on a concrete basketball court, with their 
hands behind the heads, for many hours while 
soldiers took three of them away and tortured 
them. They were later taken away and have not 
been seen since. Even after the cease-fire, the 
federal army has continued to patrol the country¬ 
side and detain suspects. 

NEGOTIATIONS AND SKEPTICISM 

The government of Mexico was quick to call 
for negotiations with the EZLN in order to save 
face against increasing criticism of their policies. 
The Zapatistas, militarily deadlocked and no match 
for the superior number of federal troops, wearily 
agreed to the negotiations which finally took place 
in late February. The government quickly prom¬ 
ised immediate improvements on such localized 
issues as improvements in housing, health care 
and education. Other, broader issues such as 
democratic reforms throughout Mexico, had all 
but been ignored or only mildly addressed. The 
Zapatista’s demand for the ousting of the current 
PRI government and the installation of an interim 
government until fair elections are held in August, 
as well as political autonomy for Native peoples of 
Mexico, were all but unaddressed.

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TWO PRISONERS KILLED AT STILLWATER 


Oppression and abuse of authority was re¬ 
cently carried to its illogical extremities by the 
authorities here at the State Prison at Stillwater, 
MN. Foul play and apathetic ignorance have been 
suspected by many outraged and mournful pris¬ 
oners. On January 21, African-American prisoner 
Greg Stampley was mysteriously found dead in 
the "quiet box" (a solitary confinement room) while 
being on the "surf board" (a board with four re¬ 
strains for ankles and wrists that one is restrained 
onto). 

Four days previously, according to several 
eye and ear-witness prisoners, Greg Stampley 
experienced a nervous breakdown and "went off;" 
streaking in Cell Hall B-West where the "goon 
squad" of guards was called. When the attempted 
to restrain Greg Stampley at his cell, a struggle 
took place in which he fought back as he was 
taken away to the hole where he was sprayed with 
mace and beaten as he was'placed on the surf 
board and thrown into the quiet box. The next day, 
other prisoners in the immediate area observed 
and/or heard the goon squad at the door to the 
quiet box, where they maced him and bum rushed 
him for supposedly not returning a plastic fork and 
spoon after a meal. A second struggle of resis¬ 
tance by G reg Stampley was short-lived as he was 
reportedly overcome by the mace and was thrown 
back on the surf board again. Until his death on 
January 21, Greg Stampley was reportedly not fed 


However, none of us here believe this twisted 
version. We believe that as a totality of the 
circumstances, of the beating and macing on 
more than one occasion, and Greg not receiving 
proper medical attention by leaving to go to a 
hospital and not receiving ant psychological treat¬ 
ment, and the conditions of inadequate ventilation 
and ai r influx in the quiet box, that as a whole it was 
the traumatic elements that killed Greg Stampley. 

Three days later, on January 24, another 
brother of ours, William Shotley, a Native Ameri¬ 
can Indian, died here as a result of the continual 
careless medical services and the physician. On 
the day of his death, William Shotley, who was 
asthmatic, went in to respiratory depression after 
being cut back his medication by the quack physi¬ 
cian. "Correctional health care" is the lowest form 
of medicine compared to contemporary commu¬ 
nity standards. As William Shotley was nearing 
asphyxia on the verge of death, he was taken to 
the front entrance of prison where he reportedly 
waited over an hour for an ambulance and died 
before reaching he hospital. Deliberate indiffer¬ 
ence towards William Shotley's medical needs 
killed him as the physician cognizably cut back on 
the appropriate dosage of bronchial inhalers.

On January 21, African-American prisoner 
Greg Stampley was mysteriously found dead in 
the "quiet box" (a solitary confinement room) while 
being on the "surf board" (a board with four re¬ 
strains for ankles and wrists that one is restrained 
onto). 

Four days previously, according to several 
eye and ear-witness prisoners, Greg Stampley 
experienced a nervous breakdown and "wentoff;" 
streaking in Cell Hall B-West where the "goon 
squad" of guards was called. When the attempted 
to restrain Greg Stampley at his cell, a struggle 
took place in which he fought back as he was 
taken away to the hole where he was sprayed with 
mace and beaten as he was'placed on the surf 
board and thrown into the quiet box. The next day, 
other prisoners in the immediate area observed 
and/or heard the goon squad at the door to the 
quiet box, where they maced him and bum rushed 
him for supposedly not returning a plastic fork and 
spoon after a meal. A second struggle of resis¬ 
tance by Greg Stampley was short-lived as he was 
reportedly overcome by the mace and was thrown 
back on the surf board again. Until his death on 
January 21, Greg Stampley was reportedly not fed 
any more meals. He died, according to the prison 
administration, of "natural causes." 


However, none of us here believe this twisted 
version. We believe that as a totality of the 
circumstances, of the beating and macing on 
more than one occasion, and Greg not receiving 
proper medical attention by leaving to go to a 
hospital and not receiving ant psychological treat¬ 
ment, and the conditions of inadequate ventilation 
and air influx in the quiet box, that as a whole it was 
the traumatic elements that killed Greg Stampley. 

Three days later, on January 24, another 
brother of ours, William Shotley, a Native Ameri¬ 
can Indian, died here as a result of the continual 
careless medical services and the physician. On 
the day of his death, William Shotley, who was 
asthmatic, went in to respiratory depression after 
being cut back his medication by the quack physi¬ 
cian. "Correctional health care" is the lowest form 
of medicine compared to contemporary commu¬ 
nity standards. As William Shotley was nearing 
asphyxia on the verge of death, he was taken to 
the front entrance of prison where he reportedly 
waited over an hour for an ambulance and died 
before reaching he hospital. Deliberate indiffer¬ 
ence towards William Shotley's medical needs 
killed him as the physician cognizably cut back on 
the appropriate dosage of bronchial inhalers.

Dis¬ 
tribution services, labels, stores etc. are replac¬ 
ing, supplanting and subverting corporate, non¬ 
punk chains, distributors and labels.

People seem now to be realizing its not 
much more difficult to start a label, run a distro, 
or open a store. All it takes is commitment, 
enthusiasm, common sense and a little start up 
cash. Of course mistakes can be made, money 
lost, people paid late etc. In the long run though 
theres no real trick to successfully running what 
is essentially a small business within the punk 
scene for everyone’s benefit. If you’re smart and 
manage things well you can offer good records, 
shirts, zines or whatever to fellow punks at a 
reasonable price without allowing middlemen 
from outside the scene to profiteer. You’ll get to 
meet a lot of cool people, get lots of cool stuff and 
feel like you are really contributing to the scene. 
You may do this as a fan, a volunteer, or maybe 
eventually as a part time job. The bottom line is 
that you the punk are in control. You set the 
standards and make the decisions. This is the 
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reach more people by being on EMI, but there are also 
some labels, who stayed “independent” over the years 
and still teach a lot of people. Look at Alternative 
Tentacles for example, you get their records in every 
bigger store, even here in Germoney. I think that you 
don’t have to be on some supermulti major label to 
reach more (enough?) people. I think that it is important 
to resist the capitalist system wherever possible. When 
we (bands and “buyers”) support the real independent 
labels and stuff, who knows, maybe they can be a threat 
to the major label someday. OK. I think you got what I

Dear Profane Existence and Readers, 

My name is joel and for issues #11 to 20 I 
was a member of the Profane Existence collective. I 
worked mostly on the paper and had an incredible time 
doing it; some of the best memories of my life. Although 
I quit the collective in Summer 1993,1 want to write a 
letter to respond to some of the things Dan wrote in his 
column about Emma Center [PE # 21] in order to 
provide a different perspective. I too am deeply hurt by 
the split between Profane Existence and Emma Center, 
though for different reasons. 

Remember in the eighties when punk gigs 
were a drag because so many of them were ruined by 
violent racist skinheads beating the shit out of others on 
the dance floor, harassing people, wrecking shit, and 
generally ruining the good time that we worked hard in 
setting up? Well, the boneheads have fortunately gone 
back to their holes, but we’ve got a new problem now, 
at least in Minneapolis: crustie punks. 

I want to be careful here: not all crustie 
punks are assholes. Many of them are sincere, dedi¬ 
cated, and right-on. My criticisms are not aimed at these 
individuals (many of whom do a helluva lot for the punk 
scene) but at the moron crusties who think that a gig just 
ain’t a gig unless they can slam and bash into every 
person in the club, get drunk and bust bottles every¬ 
where, blow smoke in your face, and call you a”fascist” 
if you ask them to do something really difficult, like to 
respect other people. These crustie morons are, as far 
as I’m concerned, the new skinheads in the punk 
movement, and I see them doing the exact same things 
to ruin shows that boneheads did in the eighties. 

Emma Center has three short, clear poli¬ 
cies: No smoking (to respect others—it’s a small place); 
no drinking alcohol (too many anarchist spaces in 
Minneapolis have been closed because of alcohol— 
we’ve learned our lesson); and no violent dancing 
(again, to respect others, NOT to prohibit all dancing, as 
some folks wrongly claim). Are these “fascist”? Are 
these even unreasonable? Not in my book, and prob¬ 


ably not in yours, either, but according to the new 
skinheads, it’s tantamount to being the government. 

So, despite the fact that they all hate Emma 
because of our modest policies, these morons still come 
to gigs at Emma when there’s a band that they like. 
However, when they do come, many crusties (again, 
not all of them, but enough to be a big problem) do 
whatever they can do to disrespect the place and the 
people working there by smoking, drinking, dancing 
violently, making the biggest possible mess they can 
make, and verbally abusing Emma workers: appar¬ 
ently, we are “fascists” and “hypocrites” when we ask 
them to not smoke or take their beer elsewhere. I'd be 
willing to guess that many of you who organize gigs or 
go to them know exactly the problem I’m talking about. 

In any case, one of the main abusers of 
Emma Center are those who some folks call “the Misery 
crew”, a bunch of “crustie” (more or less) punks who 
hang out together. These folks have consistently caused 
problems at Emma Center at gigs like 2000DS, 
Summer’s Eve, and many others. It’s important to note 
that the band members of Misery are not the members 
of the “Misery crew” who start shit at clubs. The band 
members are mellow and generally okay people, as far 
as I know. 

So what happened with the Emma collective banning 
Misery from playing at Emma is this: “the Misery crew” 
contains a number of people (not all of them, of course) 
who have been notorious for hassling Emma workers 
and abusing the space at previous gigs. I don’t think 
Dan would dispute this. Naturally, these jerks would 
come to a Misery gig at Emma Center, and naturally, 
they would perform their same old tricks: wrecking the 
space while calling the workers “fascists” or “feminazis” 
or whatever. Not surprisingly, many Emma workers are 
fed up with babysitting these boneheads-with-dreads, 
and so when they found out that Misery was playing, 
they knew what would happen at Emma and so they did 
what they thought would stop it: they banned Misery 
from playing. 

Personally, I think this was the wrong deci¬ 
sion. As I’ve said, the band members of Misery are not 
the assholes who cause all the problems (although they 
do not take responsibility for asking their friends to 
mellow out and respect the places where they play, 
which is why Misery can’t get a gig almost anywhere in 
the Twin Cities, sadly). They are not the ones who 
should be punished, but the effect of Emma’s decision 
was to punish them and not the morons in their crew, 
who are the real concern of Emma workers, and justifi¬ 
ably so. Perhaps a better decision would have been to 
let Misery play once if they agreed to take responsibility 
for making sure their crew didn’t act like assholes. In 
any case, even if I disagree with it, much discussion was 
had, a vote was taken and the decision was made for 
totally justifiable reasons: they didn’t want Emma to get 
wrecked and they didn’t want the stress of dealing with 
these idiots. 


Hopefully, the readers understand now that 
the decision to not let Misery play at Emma, right or 
wrong, was made for very legitimate reasons, reasons 
which unfortunately Dan didn’tfeel necessary to explain 
in his column. I guess it’s because he and the rest of the 
collective are good friends with the Misery crew. Dan 
does refer to the “odd trouble-makers” at Emma gigs, 
but the problem is much deeper: these people consis¬ 
tently made gigs hell for Emma workers and other folks 
who came to the gigs. Of course, it’s not just the Misery 
crew who are responsible for the hassles at Emma, but 
they are a big part of them. Hell, even Todd from Misery 
admitted in the interview in PE #21 that “somebody 
always gets too drunk and gets a little out of hand at our 
shows and someone will start a fight or get hurt 
slammin’... someone will break a window or just do 
something stupid.” This problem, as well as sexual 
harassment and racist bullshit, is endemic to many gigs 
in Minneapolis, and it's done a lot to make me and 
others feel alienated and fed up with some aspects of 
the punk scene here. PE could take a stand against this 
crap, and they have in the past, but with respect to 
Emma Center none of this gets mentioned in Dan’s 
columns. Instead, Emma workers get accused of being 
intolerant of “different political styles.” 

Dan and the PE collective have other criti¬ 
cisms of Emma. One is that he felt his contributions, 
politics, and culture was “constantly under attack” at 
Emma because some merchandise was criticized at 
Emma General Assembly meetings. To my memory, 
there are three instances in which merchandise distrib¬ 
uted by PE was brought up at a meeting (three in¬ 
stances out of literally thousands of records, books, 
zines, and t-shirts stocked by PE): the cover of Damn 
Nation zine #1, which has a picture of a Black man being 
lynched on the cover; an Assuck t-shirt, which also has 
an image of a lynched Black man on the cover; and the 
Bad Attitude 7", which has an image of indigenous 
peoples made out to look like punks. No one accused 
the members of Assuck, Bad Attitude, or Damn Nation 
of being racist for using these images, and no one 
accused punk rock of being racist because a couple of 
record covers were questionable. People at Emma 
Center were concerned about these items because 
many people of color live on the street where Emma is 
located and if a person of color came in to Emma and 
saw a t-shirt with a picture of a Black man being lynched 
on the front being sold there, s/he might get the wrong 
idea about the place. Whether or not you agree with 
this, it is a legitimate concern and it was discussed, 
democratically and openly, at Emma meetings.

ings), the collective can 1) decide to remove the mer¬ 
chandise from the shelves permanently, 2) put it back 
on the shelves, or 3) put it back on the shelves with a 
criticism of the merchandise and an explanation that it's 
not racist/sexist/whatever, in case anyone wonders. 
This third option was the decision for all of the merchan¬ 
dise in question (except that Da,: imself unilaterally 
pulled the Assuck shirt and Bad Attitude 7" because he 
“didn't want to deal with if). 

To me, this is the most fair and democratic 
way to deal with merchandise in a store with anarchist 
politics, with folks with different political perspectives, 
and where there’s no boss to make the ultimate deci¬ 
sion. And despite Dan’s and other punks’ criticisms, I 
think it has worked. And I repeat: no merchandise has 
ever been banned from Emma Center, including the 
three items in question. Unfortunately, Dan and others 
still didn’t like this process. He, Manduke, and others 
felt personally attacked whenever some punk merchan¬ 
dise was challenged by other Emma volunteers. This is 
understandable to me, because I remember feeling that 
way a little bit myself, but in no way was Dan or anyone 
“blacklisted” because someone didn’t like the cover of a 
punk rock fanzine. 

Part of anarchism, part of the democratic 
process, is debating with each other, disagreeing with 
each other, and making decisions that sometimes don’t 
go your way. I think the real problem here is that Dan 
and other punks refused to accept criticism of punk by 
other collective members. To some punks, to challenge 
an item of punk merchandise for being fucked up in any 
way is tantamount to heresy, which I think is ridiculous. 
This whole society is fucked up, racist, homophobic, 
sexist, and generally oppressive. It should come as no 
surprise that from time to time, punks and punk products 
will reflect these attitudes, sometimes intentionally, 
usually not. We shouldn’t be afraid to criticize these 
attitudes where they appear, and we shouldn’t think that 
those who criticize them are therefore criticizing all of 
punk, either. When I was in PE we were making a 
commitment to being critical of the shitty parts of punk 
while still solidly identifying as punks. Now it seems like 
that commitment has receded, and I for one am sad 
about that. 

I think PE’s decision to pull their stock from 
Emma was wrong. Of course, if Dan, Manduke, and 
others feel alienated from Emma Center (and they 
aren’t the only ones who have been alienated from 
Emma, believe me), that's the way they feel and I 
respect that, however much I disagree with why they 
have those feelings. However, I think there are some 
contradictions in their actions and their politics in this 
instance. First of all, I don't think PE’s decision to pull 
their stock was democratically made. They came to the 
General Assembly not to state their complaints with 
Emma (many of which I feel are legitimate, as I’ve said) 
and try to work something out through discussion and 
debate, they came to announce their decision to yank 


their stuff from Emma's shelves. What Emma collective 
members had to say or any offers of reconciliation 
apparently didn’t matter; they made their decision be¬ 
fore the meeting and that was that. I think the decision 
should have been made at the meeting, or after it, 
because that would have been the more democratic 
and (hell, let’s admit it) anarchistic thing to do. 

Secondly, I think it's contradictory that the 
anarchist PE collective is so righteous about not selling 
their stuff at Emma—a non-profit, collectively-run, vol¬ 
unteer-run, explicitly anti-capitalist anarchist space—in 
solidarity with Misery (and because of PE’s own criti¬ 
cisms), but apparently has no problems selling their 
merchandise to petty-bourgeois shop owners through¬ 
out Minneapolis, the nation, and even places like Japan. 

I want to be clear that I don’t have a problem with PE 
selling records to small record stores: I think it's fucking 
righteous that they can get punk records distributed to 
stores in an anarchist fashion and be able to (sort of) 
pay themselves to do it. My problem is that it seems a 
bit contradictory to me to sell stuff at Northern Lights (a 
big petty-bourgeois local chain store) but not Emma. 

This letter is already far too long so I’ll just 
say a couple more things. For one: EMMA IS NOT 
ANTI-PUNK. We are anti-moron, yes, and if you are a 
moron who happens to be a punk, you won’t be wel¬ 
comed at Emma. However, probably at least half of our 
collective identifies him or herself in some way as a punk 
(including myself), and we have supported many punk 
activities in the past and will continue to do so. Before 
you write Emma off as anti-punk, ask bands like Los 
Crudos, Heroin, Drop Dead, Animal Farm, Nation of 
Ulysses/Cupid Car Club, Tribe 8, Naked Aggression, 
Scooby Don’t, and a host of other local and national 
bands who've played here (or punks who have visited 
the space) and see what they think. We will continue to 
book punk gigs and sell punk merchandise even as we 
broaden our political and cultural activities at Emma to 
include other musical styles. We have expanded our 
book selection and we are working on getting more 
music in here, too. We also buy used records and 
books. We will be doing more gigs. We are still doing 
a lot of shit: free daycare, a Youth Coffee House every 
Friday night, Queer Space, Women’s-only Space, free 
clothes and bread, a men’s anti-sexist group, a zineand 
book library, political forums, free meeting space for 
political groups like Anarchist Black Cross or Women’s 
Action Coalition, etc., etc. Before you write us off, 
please come down and check the space out. We are 
always looking for more volunteers to work here and 
contribute in creative ways. 

The Misery crew like to say that Emma is anti-punk, but 
that's only because we don't fit their definition of “punk.” 
I've been a punkfor over seven years and I'll be damned 
if I’ll let them deny my punk identity just because I don't 
get as drunk as they do or because I think slam dancing 
is regressive behavior that belongs either to the past or 
to metal gigs. Dan and Manduke have certainly been 


alienated from Emma, and for that I am truly sorry, but 
alienation works both ways: Because of all these 
hassles with crusty morons who think they define what 
“punk” is, I feel incredibly alienated from the punk 
scene. I am not the only one who feels alienated from 
punk and PE around here; so do several other ex-PE 
collective members. 

I don’t write all this to start new antago¬ 
nisms. Frankly, I’m sick of all of this shit. I don't want to 
be enemies with PE and I don’t want anyone to thinkthat 
I am: I have tremendous respect for the members of the 
PE collective and what they are doing for the punk 
community. I am proud to have been a part of PE’s 
history. However, I strongly disagree with their stance 
on Emma Center and I am deeply saddened over the rift 
this issue has caused in our small city.

Thank you for your letter and it's really good to 
receive a response of some sort to my column last 
issue. Perhaps I could have been a little less blistering 
in my tone, but my opinion of Emma Center still has not 
changed, nor has my anger and frustration receded one 
bit. I do not feel spite towards the people of Emma 
Center, and I hope that some day we can again find 
some middle ground to work together against our com¬ 
mon enemies. However, I do feel like your letter 

warrants a response because maybe I didn’t make 
myself totally clear in my column and I have a few points 
to add. 

The first thing is that I myself, nor has anyone else 
at PE, given up commitment towards bringing out the 
good points of punk, particularly that of the anarcho- 
political persuasion, and criticizing those aspects of 
punk which suck. As well, I have no problem with other 
people being critical from outside of our movement as 
well. My problem with certain individuals of Emma in 
regards to criticism of punk stems more from their 
attitude and means of delivering criticism. I've never 
been faced with such a barrage of stand-offish snob¬ 
bery and self-righteous consternation until a conflict 
arose at Emma. I've never found myself in such an 
antagonistic situation before with people who are sup¬ 
posed to be my allies and comrades. 

At Emma Center I did not feel like my presence 
and input was respected and I know many, many people 
who have had the same experience. If Emma Center 
wants to be respected, the people involved need a 
lesson in respectfulness themselves, instead of looking 
down their noses at anyone who doesn't quite fit in. I've 


always had an uneasy feeling about the level of antago¬ 
nism which pervades the Emma Center and I was 
somewhat shielded being a part of the Collective. No, 
the three basic policies of the Emma Center aren't 
asking too much from people, but it's a little hard to take 
them seriously when you're being regarded like a piece 
of ignorant dog shit from the people working there. 

The next point is that the decision to pull PE stock 
from Emma WAS democratically made. Profane Exist¬ 
ence is a collective group of people who are responsible 
for running our own affairs and making our own deci¬ 
sions. Decisions we make like where we want to 
distribute our stuff are ours to make, not the Emma 
Collective's, not TCAFs, not "the scene's." At the time 
we had come to the decision to pull our material from the 
shelves of Emma, none of us were members of the 
Emma Collective any longer, so it was purely an internal 
PE decision. We came to our last Emma meeting to 
announce our decision, which we had already made, 
and to explain our reasons. We had already felt in our 
hearts and minds that working with the Emma Center 
had caused us too much grief and frustration and to 
continue would prolong these feelings. We felt that the 
relationship between the Emma Collective and the 
community Profane Existence was born from was to 
strained to warrant our continued cooperation. It was 
time to make a break. 

Of course, as an anti-capitalist collective, we 
would prefer to work only with other non-capitalist, 
collectively-run organizations. However, we have had 
to compromise some of our ideals in order to reach our 
community, particularly to those who don't have the 
means of transportation, or knowledge that such places 
exist. Selling merchandise through Northern Lights is a 
small compromise we make. It's just like we make small 
compromises to get by every day like working jobs, 
being on welfare, paying for rent, food, transportation, 
etc. I would not view this compromise in the same light 
as selling our products in Music Land or having Time- 
Warner do our distribution. In an ideal world, perhaps 
Emma Center would only deal with non-corporate sup¬ 
pliers, but reality dictates that this is practical at the 
present moment. 

Joel, the other former PE collective members you 
have referred to in your letter, I have not alienated you 
from the punk scene, nor could anyone from the so- 
called "Misery Crew" be blamed.

The music and the lyrics 
should work together, so if you’re telling people to be 
individuals and the music totally adheres to tradition, it 
doesn’t make any sense. 

PE) I totally agree with what you’re saying, but I think 
you have to admit that your musical style is also part of 
a scene where bands have a similar approach to music. 

N) Yes, we can’t deny that. There are definite similari¬ 
ties between us and other Scottish bands, especially 
the Dog Faced Hermans, who we often get compared 
to. Our original bassplayer and Karen played in a band 
with two folks from Dog Faced Hermans before either of 
the two bands were formed. So it’s not so surprising, 
seeing as we're coming from the same background/ 
scene. And obviously when you goto see certain bands 
a lot, you’ll get influenced by them in oneway or another. 

PE) How did the unusual instrumentation come about? 
Did you specifically go out and learn the instruments or 
did you already know how to play them? 

N) Well, we’ve never said that we need this instrument 
or that. It’s got more to do with the people that joined the 
band. Whoever came along and seemed nice and knew 
how to play an instrument became a member of the 
band. It was just coincidence, we weren’t out looking for 
a fiddle or any of the other instruments. When I joined 
the band, I was originally supposed to play the mandolin 
which I had been playing for the total amount of two 
weeks. I had been playing bass, drums and guitar for 
years however. I was playing the mandolin at this party 
and a few folks from the band were there and they kinda 
liked it and asked me to join. Karen has been learning 
the saxophone ever since Angela joined, because she 
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it doesn’t mean that we want everybody to beat each 
other up.

K) Yeah, the sensible crew! HaHa! 

PE) I was wondering what you think about the fact that 
a lot of bands that have come from a punk background 
and diversified music and in result gotten a new, often 
more mainstream audience seem to always get sucked 
into the business principles of this new scene and start 
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student audience rather than something like a squat 
punk crowd. 

N) I think it’s all secondary considerations, because 
when you make music, you primarily have to do it for 
yourself. If you aren't doing what you want, it’s going to 
ourselves when we write something. I personally don’t 
really give a fuck who likes ft as long as I feel good about 
it. Obviously if dodgy fascists start getting into it we 
might have to think about what we're doing wrong, but 
until that happens we can continue to do what we want. 
We try to avoid thinking in these silly categories, after all 
we're all just people, who cares about stupid scenes. 
We don’t want to be pigeonholed and we don’t want to 
pigeonhole others ourselves. 


I just got so drained and upset that I didn't want to see 
these images in my head. I am sure I will go back to it 
eventually, but I need a rest now. 

N) I’m involved in the “Unemployed Workers Center”. I 
do a vegan cafe type thing with a few other people, put 
ing against unemployment money cuts, helping people 
when they come into the center after they got their dole 
cut or something. 

PE) t have always wondered about why the political 
scene in the UK is so much different than that of 
mainland Europe. In Europe, there’s a large autono¬ 
mous movement. In most cities, there are autonomous 
centers that are either squatted or provided by the 
government. These centers usually form the focus of 
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activity which deals mostly with anti-fascism, anti-impe¬ 
rialism and things like that. In England, radical politics 
seem to revolve either around animal liberation or very 
worker oriented activities like strikes, unemployment 
campaigns and things like that. There doesn't seem to 
be much of a visible alternative infrastructure. Why do 
you think there’s such a significant difference? 

K) Well, I think one reason is because the Tory 
government is trying to make everyday life as miserable 
and expensive as possible. They are running down the 
health service, cutting unemployment payments, 
privatising the water industry. I think the struggle is 
mostly about stopping them in their efforts to make our 
lives worse, there’s not much time to actually improve 
the situation when you're under constant attack. 

N) There’s so many things that have to be sorted out 
before people can get around to doing positive, progres¬ 
sive things. Squatting is illegal in Scotland, so that’s 
why we don't have any squats. Autonomy is much 
easier to achieve in mainland Europe. 

PE) Well, it’s illegal here too so that doesn’t count as a 
reason! 

N) Yeah, you’re right, maybe people are less afraid to 
pursue their goals here. 

PE) Well, I think it might have to do with the overall 
development of radical politics. Although the Tories 
have indeed brought out massive ant-working class 
legislation, the political scene in the 60's was already 
much different than in Europe. I personally don’t have 
an explanation but there must be a reason that squat¬ 
ting is widely done in Europe, unlike Scotland, although 
it’s illegal in both places. 

B) Well, I think it has to do with England being an island. 
We know squatters in France, Germany, Holland, Swit¬ 
zerland and loads of other countries in Europe and 
although there are definitely large distances between 
them, it gives you strength to know that they’re out there 
and that they will give help and solidarity. It’s much 
more difficult in England and especially Scotland. In 
Scotland, you’re really isolated, you know squatting is 
illegal and you think there’s no one else you know who 
would do it or even give you support. It also has to do 
with information. In Europe you can go to a squat or an 
info-shop and meet people who are like-minded and are 
into squatting or things like that and it makes an ex¬ 
change of information easier. 

N) To be honest, I think people are much too downtrod¬ 
den in Scotland, they’re either too lazy or too afraid. It’s 
an economically depressed area and people tend to be 
somewhat apathetic. 

PE) Well, I still think it has to do with the general political 
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K) When the sheriff officers came to the people's door 
to poind their belongings to pay for the poll tax, a lot of 
people from the neighborhood would gather at the 
house and chase the bailiffs away. I think the same will 
happen if they try to put in the meters for the water. 

N) It does seem like the only times when there is mass 
resistance is when it affects people's pockets. 

PE) What happened to the anti-poll tax federation? Is 
that still around? Maybe it’s possible to retain that 
infrastructure for long term organizing? 

N) Well, it still exists because the government is still 
trying to get money from people who are in arrears. The 
federation tries to get support for these people and help 
them out. 

PE) Do you think that the federation has succeeded in 
retaining a certain percentage of people as activists for 
other, future causes? 

N) I hope so, but probably not as much as it seemed at 
first. 

K) It's always the same when you get a group of people 
together, they are bound to communicate and learn 
abut other topics so I think at least there was an 
increased awareness about some social issues. I don’t 
know whether it will transfer into concrete activism. 

D) I think the major significance was that it got results, 
the poll tax in its original form has been defeated. 
People could see that it was possible to affect change. 
There is always a certain degree of disillusionment and 
apathy within the general population but when they see 
the resistance against the poll tax it shows that we are 
not totally powerless and that we can get things done. 
In the last 10 years, the Tories have implemented so 
many repressive, unjust laws and people just took it 
without resisting, but now they know it’s possible. Once 
people got together there could be a change. 

N) In a way it worked and in another way it didn't. Most 
of the places where they didn’t pay the tax were Labor 
council areas and as a result those councils had a lot 
less money to spend. The first thing they stopped in our 
neighborhood was the Citizens Rights Office and things 
like that. Sometimes I wonder whether the Tories 
planned it that way right from the start and figured that 
people wouldn’t pay rt,( which could then be used as an 
excuse to cut social funding). Maybe it was designed to 
get people against the Labor councils to get more votes 
for Tories. 

K) I think a lot changed with the miner's strike, lots of 
people had their eyes opened about the truly repressive 
nature of the government. It was a definite turning point 
for a lot of normal, everyday people who believed in the 


politics, because if you can’t respect your lover, your 
sister or your next door neighbor, how can you expect 
to respect someone from another country! It’s the first 
political point and if you can't get past that, you're more 
or less lost. 


PE) There is definitely a lot of truth in that, but it’s really 
the hardest of the -isms to overcome because it’s 
ingrained more deeply in everyone’s mind than any¬ 
thing else. 


K) That’struebut I think in the punk scene there is a vast 
opportunity to deal with the subject, read literature, get 
information, etc, but it’s just not taken. Even going into 
squats or alternative venues, you’ll fink the wimmin in 
the kitchen cooking the food, cleaning the tables and the 
men are behind the bar or running the door. Where’s the 
equality in that? 10 or 11 years ago, I would quite 
happily walk in a demonstration under a black flag but 
I won't do it now. The men involved in the anarchist 
scene have made me so disillusioned with anarchism, 
I don’t feel a part of it, because I don’t feel equal. I think 
that certain things are not being thought and talked 
about, for example pornography. When I was involved 
in the anti-pornography campaign we would go to meet 
other groups and talk to them about what we do and 
what we think and some of 
the things that came out of 
men’s mouths were just 
horrible. I’ll never forget 
this one man who said 
“Yeah, well most pornog¬ 
raphy isn’t even that good 
anyway!”. What the fuck is 
that supposed to mean?! 

Things like that make me 
not want to have anything 
to do with anarchism!

CRACKDOWN IN THE UK! 


Some time this year in the UK, the state 
"plans to criminalize squatting. This theoreti¬ 
cally amounts to immediate eviction, without 
prior notice being given, for upwards of tens 
of thousands of UK squatters, the penalty for 
non-compliance being a £5000 ($7500) fine 
and/or 6 months in gaol. Britain has no 
compulsory land registry (you aren’t obliged 
to inform the authorities the moment you 



purchase land or buildings) so that the term 
“paper owner” (proof of ownership) means 
* less than it might in the states that do have 
a compulsory land registry; that is to say, 
technical ownership of land in quaint little GB 
isn’t as much the be-all-and-end-all as you 
might think. Yet. Squatting in legal jargon is 
called “adverse possession”. 

Adverse possession is part of the gen¬ 
eral law of limitation of actions, now con- 


transfer title to the adverse possessor but it does 
ensure that nobody can remove them (it’s also pos¬ 
sible to obtain legal title to a long lease in this way). 
The adverse possessor must, furthermore, prove 
that for the 12 years the paper owner has been 
continually dispossessed, without interruptions which 
may include such things as offers to rent or buy on the 
part of the adverse possessor. On top of this, under 
section 32 of the act the adverse possessor must 
also prove that they did not delib¬ 
erately conceal their activities. 
As you can imagine, this doesn’t 
really leave much scope for mo¬ 
tion in day-to-day reality and his¬ 
torically most cases have been 
about pissy little matters such as 
2 sets of neighbors rowing over 
the boundary fence in their back 
garden. Possession, however, 
need not be by one squatter but 
can be by a “succession of squat¬ 
ters”. This might lead to some 
pretty interesting complications: 
for example, if ‘A’ adversely pos¬ 
sessed ‘B’s land in 1967 and 
(without interruption) ‘C’ occu¬ 
pied the land in 1975 ‘B’ would 
find themselves without legal re¬ 
course after 1979 but ‘C’ could 
be sued by ‘A 

‘ and could not defeat him/her 
until 1987! Get it? (this demon¬ 
strates how all title to land in 
English law is relative). 

So, in summary, the require¬ 
ments of adverse possession are 
that it must be a REAL POSSES¬ 
SION, especially shown by im¬ 
provements made to the land 
property; accompanied by an 
INTENTTO POSSESS (“animus 
possidendi”); possession must be ADVERSE to the 
owner (the owner must have been EXCLUDED by it); 
and possession must not have been by permission 
(anarchy!). Now for a little history... 

During the reign of queen Elizabeth the first, an 
act of parliament was passed “against the erecting 
and maintaining of cottages” with the aim of “avoid¬ 
ing the great inconveniences which are found to 
grow by the creating... of great numbers and multi¬ 
tudes of cottages”. In 1662 following the restoration 


strong. The Mexican govern men t wanted to pre tend 
that it was not the army that guaranteed them the 
land. They drew up some papers which said they 
legally owned it. No Indians signed those papers. 
The Americans were not fooled by the papers. They 
had a stronger army than the Mexicans. They beat 
them in a war and took the land. Then they wrote 
some papers of their own and forced the Mexicans to 
sign them. The American government sold the land 
to some white settlers. The government gave the 
settlers a piece of paper called a land title in ex¬ 
change for some money. All this time there were still 
some Indians around who claimed the land. The 
American army killed most of them. The piece of 
paper saying who owned the land was passed around 
rich white men. Sometimes the white men were 
interested in taking care of the land. Usually they 
were just interested in making money. Finally some 
rich men, who run the University of California, bought 
the land. Immediately these men destroyed the 
houses that had been built on the land. The land 
went the way of so much other land in America - it 
became a parking lot. We are building a park on the 
land... when the University comes with ifs land title 
we well tell them: “Your land title is covered with 
blood. We won’t touch it. Your people ripped off the 
land from the Indians a long time ago. If you want it 
back now you will have to fight for it again. ” (from 
WHO OWNS THE PARK?, unattributed, quoted in 
G. Lefcoe, “AN INTRODUCTION TO AMERICAN 
PROPERTY LAW” (Bob Merrill: 1974). 

As the squatting movement in Britain saw a 
resurgence alongside the radicalism of the early 
1970’s, there were the almost obligatory shock- 
horror scare stories and tactics from the right-wing 
mainstream press: * Of the many strange and 
frightening features of contemporary British life, none 
caries a more obvious and direct threat than the 
growing phenomenon of squatting. Innumerable 
houses up and down the country are now in illegal 
occupation by organized gangs of thugs, layabouts 
and revolutionary fana tics. Costly and irrecoverable 
damage is continually being done to private property 
from sheer malice... in reality the motive for most of 
this squatting is either political - a settled purpose of 
subverting public order-or simple greed and aggres- 
sion”.

It could be that they aren’t very 
happy at all about the principle of “ex parte” 
orders: those in the Lord Chancellor’s De¬ 
partment are lawyers, and the idea of evict¬ 
ing people without a hearing is one which 
they will tend not to like - it creates less work, 
and hence of course less revenue, for the 
legal profession at a time when some law 
firms have been known to go under due to 
government delays in meeting legal aid bills. 
Indeed, some lawyers believe that it might 
even be possible to challenge “ex parte” 
eviction proceedings in European law (which, 
in theory at least, can overrule English law), 
or perhaps even by Judicial review (a right of - 
recourse which British citizens have toward 
government departments) in the English 
courts. A further objection to “ex parte” 
eviction proceedings is that they are easily 
open to abuse by “unscrupulous” landown¬ 
ers, with regard to legitimate tenants that 
they don’t particularly like; something that 
even the Labor party, who used to be seen 
as the parliamentary left in this country, 
objected to as well. Needless to add (al¬ 
though I will anyway!!) that they fully support 
everything else, as you might expect- the 
fuckers. All this is further exacerbated by 
preliminary measures from the parliamen¬ 
tary Conservative right wing, who are cur¬ 
rently attempting to draft a further amend¬ 
ment to the billgiving bailiffs new powers of 
forced entry to squatted premises prior to 
any legal proceedings whatsoever. This 
would legitimize the ‘thug-bailiff and 
criminalize the homeless, those left with 
nothing by the monetarist revolution - the 
redistribution of wealth from the poor to the 
rich - of Thatcherite 1980’s Britain. 

The squatting and traveller’s support 
group SQUASH have a parliamentary legal 
pressure group who will be pushing, through 
their representative lawyers, for amendments 
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purchase land or buildings) so that the term 
“paper owner” (proof of ownership) means 
less than it might in the states that do have 
a compulsory land registry; that is to say, 
technical ownership of land in quaint little GB 
isn’t as much the be-all-and-end-all as you 
might think. Yet. Squatting in legal jargon is 
called “adverse possession”. 

Adverse possession is part of the gen¬ 
eral law of limitation of actions, now con¬ 
tained in the limitation act 1980. This states 
that... ‘Time limits for actions to recover land 
(15(1)): No action shall be brought by any 
person to recover any land after the expira¬ 
tion of 12 years from the date on which the 
right of acting accured to him or, if it first 
accrued to some person whom he claims, to 
that person.” In plain English, this means 
that if you can remain in physical occupation 
of a place for 12 years, undetected and 
without interruption, it becomes yours: be¬ 
fore 1980, the period was 20 years. So, 
through adverse possession a person may 
become the legal owner of land because of 
their use of it and then has a better claim to 
it than anyone else simply because no-one 
can remove them. Title may eventually 
“ripen” into a “free simple” (registered title) 
and they will be able to sell it like any other 
property. Unlike systems based on Roman 
law, in English law there is no concept of 
absolute title (“dominium”): the court simply 
assists what it sees as the stronger claim in 
each individual case. This is done because 
if the law did not provide for cases where 
there is no formal proof of title, some areas 
of land would be outside of the law and 
hence unmarketable. Adverse possession 
thus provides the means for curing defective 
titles: after the required period of posses- 


the boundary fence in their Pack 
garden. Possession, however, 
need not be by one squatter but 
can be by a “succession of squat¬ 
ters”. This might lead to some 
pretty interesting complications: 
for example, if ‘A’ adversely pos¬ 
sessed ‘B’s land in 1967 and 
(without interruption) ‘C’ occu¬ 
pied the land in 1975 ‘B’ would 
find themselves without legal re¬ 
course after 1979 but ‘C’ could 
be sued by ‘A 

1 and could not defeat him/her 
until 1987! Get it? (this demon¬ 
strates how all title to land in 
English law is relative). 

So, in summary, the require¬ 
ments of adverse possession are 
that it must be a REAL POSSES¬ 
SION, especially shown by im¬ 
provements made to the land 
property; accompanied by an 
INTENTTO POSSESS (“animus 
possidendi”); possession must be ADVERSE to the 
owner (the owner must have been EXCLUDED by it); 
and possession must not have been by permission 
(anarchy!). Now for a little history... 

During the reign of queen Elizabeth the first, an 
act of parliament was passed “against the erecting 
and maintaining of cottages” with the aim of “avoid¬ 
ing the great inconveniences which are found to 
grow by the creating... of great numbers and multi¬ 
tudes of cottages”. In 1662 following the restoration 
of the monarchy a further law - the act of settlement 
- restricted the movement of those who were not 
freeholders or who couldn’t afford a rent of £10 per 
year (probably a lotta bucks in the seventeenth 
century!). Between these two pieces of legislation 
directed against the poor there sprang up that most 
famous of squats, that of the Diggers at st. George s 
hill in Waltham-on-Thames, Surrey in 1649. Spokes¬ 
person G. Winstanley said for them in THE NEW 
LAW OF RIGHTEOUSNESS”: “In the beginning of 
time, the great creator reason, made the earth to be 
common treasure... the work we are going about is 
this, to dig up st. George’s Hill and the wasteland 
thereabouts, and to sow com, and to eat our bread 
together by the sweat of our brows, and to lay the 
foundations of making the earth a common treasury 
for all, both rich and poor... not enclosing any part into 
a particular hand, but all as one man, working to¬ 
gether and feeding together as sons of one father, 
members of one family... for ‘though you and your 
ancestors got your property by murder and theft, and 
you keep it by the same power from us that have an 
equal right to the land with you by the righteous law 
of creation, yet we shall have no occasion of quarrel¬ 
ing. .. for the earth with all her fruits of corn, cattle and 
such like, was made to be a common storehouse of 
livelihood to all mankind, friend and foe, without 
exception” Although you might not agree with every

were jus r inwresxea in maxing money, rinany sumo 
rich men, who run the University of California, bought 
the land.

growing phenomenon of squatting. Innumerable 
houses up and down the country are now in illegal 
occupation by organized gangs of thugs, layabouts 
and revolutionary fanatics. Costly and irrecoverable 
damage is continually being done to private property 
from sheer malice... in reality the motive for most of 
this squatting is either political - a settled purpose of 
subverting public order - or simple greed and aggres¬ 
sion”. (Daily Telegraph, 16th of July, 1975). 

All of which brings up to the present day, 1994, 
and a potentially explosive ongoing summer. The 
new bill as a whole will take months for parliament to 
get through, as it's an enormous document encom¬ 
passing all manner of other issues as well as the two 
clauses (56 & 57) which directly concern us here. 
The two clauses are all about “INTERIM POSSES¬ 
SION ORDERS”: they create offences of not leaving 
once one is made against your place. There’s no 
such thing as an Interim Possession Order yet, and 
the bill itself doesn’t actually create one. Setting up 
this isn’t done by the home office and the rules buy 
which the courts operate are going to have to be 
changed: the existing, and of course ubiquitously- 
abused, special quick procedures for evicting squat¬ 
ters ORDER 24 (County Court) and ORDER 113 
(High Court). Changing these rules, or adding new 
ones, is done by the Lord 
Chancellor’s Department, using 
what’s called “Delegated Legis¬ 
lation”. There are already acts of 
parliament which say that the 
Lord Chancellor (currently Lord 
Mackay of Clashfern) has the 
power to change the court rules.

Although literally speaking, 
the title would need to be traced back to it’s 
-absolute origin-possibly several hundred 
years- it’s normally enough in practice to 
prove a good title going back about only 15 
years in order to satisfy a potential pur¬ 
chaser (under section 23 of the Law of 
r property act, 1969). If not for adverse pos¬ 
session many pieces of land would be 
wasted, forgotten by the paper owner and 
inaccessible to everybody else: land, then, 
is seen as a natural resource and if the paper 
owner has so little interest in it that they can’t 
find the time to even walk around it once 
every 12 years, then the law won’t protect 
their rights against those who have invested 
labor in improving the land.
